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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The "means for" clause in each limitation of claims 51 -60 are 
not supported by disclosed structures within the Specification. The Applicant is advised 
to either indicate, by means of response, the areas providing such support or cancel the 
claims noted above. Further, Applicant is advised to point out to specific pages of the 
Specification for support of the structures. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 51-60 and 81-84 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 51-60 recite "storing an application directory in a memory including a 
middleware layer of a device in an ad hoc network." The rejection is based upon the 
lack of support for the system claim - that is lack of any claims to any physical 
structures involved in the claimed "storing an application directory." The claim of "a 
memory" in which the application directory is stored does not provide proper support for 
the system claim because the memory is not an element of the claimed system. The 
Examiner suggests that Applicant add a limitation such as a memory to the claim. 
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Claims 81-84 recite "a graphical user interface." The rejection is based upon the 
lack of statutory support of the graphical interface claim. Claims may be directed 
towards a process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, however such is 
not the case with the graphical user interface of claims 81-84. Correction of 
cancellation of the claims is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-50, 61-80 and 85-87 are allowed. 

Claims 51-60 and 81-84 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 101 
Rejection set forth in this Office Action.
